1 . This action is in response to applicant's RCE amendment filed on 21 October 2005. Claims 
22-72 are now pending in the present application. 



Information Disclosure Statement 
2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 29 December 2005 is in 

compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 and is being considered by the examiner. 



Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment filed on 21 October 2005 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 

invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 

a. Claims 22-53 - the method, program, and apparatus, as a whole - 

the plurality of terminals each configured to send at an arbitrary time a 
retransmission request signal when a specified packet previously transmitted by said 
information distribution apparatus is not received, comprising the steps of: notifying, by 
said information distribution apparatus, another of the plurality of wireless terminals that 
a retransmission request signal corresponding to a specific packet has been received; 
retransmitting, by said information distribution apparatus, the specified packet at a 
predetermined timing. 

b. Claims 54-72 - the method, program, and apparatus, as a whole - 
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receiving, from said information distribution apparatus, indication that a specified 
packet has been sent from said information distribution apparatus; transmitting at an 
arbitrary time, to said information distribution apparatus, a retransmission request signal 
when said specified packet is not received; receiving, from said information distribution 
apparatus, the specified packet at a predetermined time. 

Regarding new claims 22-72, the claims 22-72 are based on the above items a-b and 
are distinctly different and not readable on the elected invention of claims 1-21 . In addition, 
the items a-b were not required in the previously examined claims. Applicant has cancelled 
claims 1-21.
